One of the queerest saloons in the country is in St. 
Louis, Mo., and is run bya man who calls himself 
Heinegabubeler. It doesn't seem possible that that is 
his real name, for no man could carry that from birth 
and live. 

His place is not far from the business. center of the 
town, and there isasign over the door announcing that 
it is **Heinegabubeler’s '49 Mining Camp,” and another 
sign proclaiming that itis for men only. On the door 
is painted the information that there isa “fine free 
lunch inside—nit,” and all the advertising theatrical 





lithographs in the window are hung upside down. 


The bar is built 
of rough, plain 
pine boards. Be- 
hind the bar are 
bottles and gl: 8 - 
es hung up by 
strings, or fixed 
anyway that is 
odd or unusual. 
A keg of beer 
rests in a tub, 
with acake of ice 
on top of it, and 
- ‘ an old red stove 
sheds heat and smokes. The impression is, at first 
sight, that somebody moved the fixtures and stock 
up to the front door and threw them in with a shovel. 

The investigator goes up to the bar and ordersa 
drink, naturally placing his foot on the foot-rail. To 
his surprise his foot hits the ground, and his chin hits 
thie bar. The foot rest 1s a piece of rubber hose. While 
waiting for his drink he sees a small pair of 
scales on the bar labeled with a sign informing 
him that “money ts given a weigh to-day,” and another 
asking him to notice that the house does business on a 
small scale. The bartender hands him a glass of beer, 
or rather a cup of beer, tor beer is served at Heinegabu- 
beler’s in tin cups. He picks up the cup and immedi- 
ately throws the beer in a dozen directions and gives a 
yell that would shame an Indian, at the same time 
jumping about four feet in the air. When he comes to 
he finds he has connected himself with some 500 volts 
of electricity. The floor in front of the bar is a net- 
work of exposed wires. The other end of the current 
is furnished through screws on top of the bar. The bar- 
tender places the tin cup on one of the screws, and 
when the investigator takes hold he completes the cir- 
cuit and has a fit. 

In the rear of the barroom is a free bowling alley. A 
stout German boy from South St. Louis drifted in the 
other night. He is a champion bowler, and a free 
bowling alley looked like a snap. He grabbed a ball, 
sent itspinning down the alley and awaited results. 
The ball hit the pins and bounded back without knock- 
ing them down. ‘The pins are riveted to the floor. 
Then he challeng2d one of his friends to play pool. 
The friend got the first shot and ran down all the balls 
at once, for Heinegabubeler’s pool table slants towards 
one.corner, and the pocket is a long stocking. The 
back room is well supplied with seats, each of which is 
connected with the bar by a rope. When «a man sits 
down in one of the seats the bartender pulls a rope and 
the man sits on the floor.

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museum. The morgue would give a wooden man the 
“willies.” There isa reading-room also and there is 
nothing to read in it but bound volumes of wall paper. 
The art galiery contains photographs of every promin- 
ent man in the world, labeled in a way that would sur- 
prise them if they saw it. The latest addition is a pic- 
ture of Billy Barry, the Irish comedian, who is billed as 
“editor of the Arbeiter Zilung.”’ 

The museum contains mauy curiosities. There is the 
pair of suspenders “‘Spike’’ Hennessy woré when he dis- 
covered Old Hennessy brandy, and the shoes President 
Garfield wore when he drove mules on the Suez Canal. 

In cages there is the Missouri ground-hog, represented 
by a sausage, the Irish red bat, represented by a brick, 
and other curious and wondertu! animals and birds. 
Every hour Yuba Bill, a real cowboy, gives an exbibi- 
tion inthe museum. He sticks hat-pins through his 
ears and face and nose, and winds up by drinking a 
glass of beer and smoking a cigarette at the same time. 
He annonoces himself as the human smoke consumer, 
and introduces his trained boro, Jennie. 

One of the features of Heinegabubeler’s is the flight of 
steps leading from the museum to the barroom. They 
are trick steps that can be transformed into a smooth, 
steep surface whenever the bartender touches the right 
button. Yuba Bill takes a man upin the museum, 
gives an exhibition and then starts downstairs, He 
always lets the stranger go first. About the time the 
Stranger reaches the third step from the top Heinegabu- 
beler presses the button and the stairs flatten out, al- 
lowing bim to slide to the floor with the speed of a sled 
going down a steep bill. The stranger lands in a pile 
of sawdust, and just as he is picking himself up, dazed 
and bewildered, a big organ begins to play a most hor- 
rible tune, and everybody yells, ‘‘Look out!’ 

To his surprise and horror he sees the wall falling on 
him, and his scrambles to get out of the way are start- 
ling. It1sa trick wall, but he don’t know it until he is 
outof the way. Heinegabubeler calls this diversion 
“shooting the chutes.” Nobody ever 
“shoots the chutes” twice, but everybody 
that shoots them once comes back later 
with a friend and “shoots” the friend. 

He!negabubeler serves a grent lunch. It 
consists of sliced soap, shelled corn, bran, 
oats, property pumpkin pie, and muffins 
stuffed with cotton. There isa sign over 
the lunch advising the feeder to use no 
hooks, and another conveying instructions 
to “die home if you eat here.” One sign 
frankly advises a man if he is hungry to go 
out in the woodshed and take a chop, 
while another advertises ‘‘cheap board at 
our lumber yard; meal tickets $3 for 
$4.75." Heinegabubeler also sets hot 
lunch from 4 to 5 A. M. 


Customers are advised to indulge in too 
much conversation between drinks, and no- 
body but crooked men are allowed to drink 
their whiskey straight. No money is ad- 
vanced on burglars’ tools, and asign on a 
drum tells the impecune “don’t beat me, 
beat this.” Another suggestive article is 
a grinning skull hanging on the wall, 
labeled “‘the only dead head in the house.’’ 
“If it hurts you to blow yourself, use this,’’ 
is the sign on a bellows, and generally 
Heinegabubeler gives it out straight that 
he wants nobody in his place that will not 
spend money. In one place he cautions, 
“Don’t ask for ale or porter, because the 
porter isoutin the barber shop, shaving 
ice.” To show that prominent people 
patronize him, and further to announce 
that he does a cash business, Heinegabu- 
beler has put up a sign that says nobody 
is allowed to run anaccountwith him but 
Hetty Green. Right next to it is this, 
“Jim Cronin just left here; can you blame 
him?” There isan invitation on the tub 
in which the beer keg reposes to “take a tub,” and a 
pair of roller skates are placed convenient for guests to 
roll home with when they get their skates on. 

‘The cash register is a wonder. It consists of an old 
wash boiler. The bartender throws the money into 
it and then rings a chorus of cow bells. 

“We give every customer aring”’ cheerfully announces 
Heinegabubeler. He has a clock that has no weightsin 
it, and the hands go round and round, the minute hand 
making a revolution every minute. “This is a union 
clock; it never strikes,” is the announcement pasted 
below it, and another of Heinegabubeler’s frank invita- 
tions to buy drinks1s couched in this language, “Smoke 
up; see how time flies.” Close to this is a collection of 
dead snakes, cunningly woven together. “Don’t mix 
your drinks,” warns a sign, “or you'll get ’em.”

cent estimate of the people who are regular partici- 
pants in games held throughout the country numbers 
very nearly two hundred thousand. ‘The interest is 
spreading and the organization of inter-state and 
national championship tournaments with hundreds of 
club and individual competitors shows what an in- 
terest may be aroused. The opening game in the 
United Bowlers’ tournament was played on the Ger- 
mania alleys in New York, on Monday, Jan. 27, and 
was the occasion of bringing together a vast crowd of 
bowling experts and admirers of the game. Dr. Tim, 
the president of the United Bowling Clubs, formally 
opened the proceedings. In a few well chosen words he 
referred to the extraordinary growth of interest in the 
sport, dwelling particularly upon the fact that 230 
clubs bad sent in their entries to the tournament which 
he said would not be finished until the latter part of 
March. He then introduced Mr. Sam Austin, the 
spor'ing editor of the PoLice GazETTE, who, on be- 
half of Mr. Richard K. Fox, presented to the United 
Bowling Clubs the magnificent gold and diamond 
medal, to be contested for.in the headpin competition 
for the individual championship of America. Mr. 
Austin, in formally presenting the trophy. said that Mr. 
Fox had only recently had his interest in bowling 
aroused and gave the medal as a substantial token of 
his admiration for the sport, coupled with a desire to 
encourage and promote its future. 

The medal was then exhibited, and attracted no end 
of admiration. It was enclosed in a beautiful plush 
case of royal purple, which made an effective setting. 
The medal! itself is ten -inches long, and consists of a 
Jewel-studded pendant. In the centre ts solid gold 


grouping of miniature pins and balis; the middle pin is 
set with a two-carat diamond of unusual brilliancy. 
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‘The whole is surrounded with an artistic arrangement 
of laurel and ouk leaves, studded with rubies and 
sapphires. This pendant bangs by two gold chains 
from another smaller one containing an excellent por- 
trait of the donor. Two large gold bars surmount the 
trophy. Oneisin blank, to contain the name of the 
fortunate winner, while upon the upper one is Inscribed 
“Police Gazette Championship Bowling Trophy.” 

The conditions governing the trophy are that it must 
be won three times in the annual tournament given by 
the United Bowling Clubs. A separate alley has been 
propared by Mr. Joe Thum for the use of bowlers com- 
peting for the championship, and every night since the 
tournament began it has been in constant use by aspi- 
rants for the honor of winning it.

Bleeding from the 
wound in her band and 
weeping bitterly from 
fear and pain, Bessie ran 
to the home of her pa- 
rents in the next block 
and between sobs related 
what had happened her. 

“T never thought that 
of the man whom I 
love,” she _  piteously 
walled. 

While her mother was

to dress the wounded hand of her daughter, the 
latter sprang to her feet and shouted at the top of her 
voice: : 

‘This is too much to bear. I will kill myself.” 

With these words Bessie darted from the house, and 
in an instant had disappeared.

OPPOSITION. 


Dan Stuart is confronted with another 
problem. When he framed the plans for his fistic carnival he took 
into consideration the many antagonistic elements that woull 
oppose him. He faced the task of smoothing out the gubernatorial 
creases without a tremor, the threats of martial force were terror 
leas, the threatened loss of many thousand dollars juvolved in the 
enterprise caused him no uneasivess whatever, and Joe Vendig'« 
managerial gymnastics were hardly more than annoying. It was not 
until he found himself face to face with the probability of having to 
admit women to witness the fights that he evinced the slightest dis- 
position to weaken. Now he is on tenterhooks and uncertain as to 
just what he will do in the matter. The contention is made that 
women are among the most enthusiastic spectators at bull fights; 
their presence is welcomed in fact as a source of inspiration to the 
participants, and nobody seems to enjoy more the spectacle of a bull 
goaded to madness, being killed, than they. They clap their hands 
when the ferocious animal buries his sharp horos in the stomach of 
the matador's horse, and shout In triumph as the poor beast with 
his entrails pouring out of the wound is dragged away from the 
arena. Such a scene of carnage the women of Southern countries 
frequently enjoy, aod they say, with some force in the argument, 
that if fistic battles are not as brutal as bull fights they see no 
reason why they should not be allowed to witness them. 

Mr. Stuart is quoted as favoring a plan to admit them, but I am 
satisfied that before the auspicious day arrives a convincing force will 
determine him to change his mind. Women have no rights at such 
times that merit consideration; they have no plage at the ring side. 
If they are welcome spectators of bull fights their presence at prize 
fights would be revolting in the extreme. 

~ 


In other respects everything pertaining to 
the fistic carnival is going along smoothly. A ripple of uncertainty 
regarding the Leeds-Everhardt aflair was occasioned the other day 
by an erroneous statement that their contest was scheduled for the 
16th/ which falls on Sunday. Leeds, despite his pugilistic inclina- 
tions, has moralistic tendencies, too, and he could not reconcile his 
conscience on the subject of tighting on the Lord's Day, so he re- 
belled and said he would not go into the ring unless the date was 
changed. Dan Stuart was communicated with and it was learned 
that a mistake had been made and that Tuesday, Feb. 18, was the 
day set apart for the lightweight encounter. This appeared to be 
satisfactory and at last accounts the Southern boy was speeding 
through the South on his way to the battle ground. 

The opinion seems to be gaining ground that the fights will be 
held without interference, and patrons of the game are beginning to 
assemble at Kl Paso in anticipation of a galatime. One feature of 
the affair is the sublime faith which everyone seems to have in the 
big Texan projector. He has given no hint as to where the ring 
will be pitched and has kept his own counsel upon every other plan 
fo connection with the affair; he has simply bidden the sporting men 
to meet him in El Paso on a certain date, and without questioning 
the consistency of such a blind proceeding they are taking the 
chanoe upon the belief that Stuart will bring the fights off all right. 
Thus far Stuart has done all that he pledged himself to do when he 
signed the articles of agreement, avd there is now no reason to be- 
Heve that he will not carry out his plans to a successful conclusion.

The legislation asked for is obviously unnecessary. The law now, 
makes it a criminal offense to play any game dangerous to life, I 
don't see but what 4t prohibits ail competitive games, unless it 
would be marbles; perhaps marbles would be allowed. Shooting of 
deer in the woods would be in violation of the clause, because it 
would be sport attended by some vivlence. a 

I do not sce how manly sport can be carried on without violence, 
but exgessive force is'even now illezal without any further legisla- 
tipn. There isn’t an exhibition of Italian or German opera which 
does not lead to assault and battery. You know.that if you have 
ever been In the rush line after tickets. So sav# an eminent au- 
thority, no lexs in fact than Prof, Joseph H. Beale, of Harvard, 

The lawmakers of the Bay State seem hopelessly inclined to the 
opinion that boxing cannot be disassociated from the brutality which 
characterizes prize fights. They have little, if any, ideas of the 
scientific possibilities of the game, and as there Is nohody who 
cares to take the trouble to enlighten them, why they proceed in 
ignorance to legislate a law which is detrimental to the sport. 

Boxing is permitted at Harvard University, and this is equivalent 
to an endorsement by the learned faculty of that splendid inatitn- 
tion. This form of exercise is recognized as a good one, and compe- 
titions for supremacy are held every year. This is one element 
which the supporters of the measure should take into consideration 
when dete: mining the question whether boxing, not prize fighting 
shall be legally permitted.

Philadelphia seems fated to bring Corbett 
into unfavorable prominence. It was in that city that he invited 
drastic criticism by pulling Fitzsimmons’ nose and «pitting in his 
face; an act as reprehensible as it was disgusting. Again he is be- 
fore the public in the guise of aruMan for an unprovoked assault 
upon a Philadelphia fireman. Accordingto all accounts the latter 
was engaged in the performance of his duty and the assault was 
occasioned by a refusal on his part to shut his eyes to a flagrant 
infraction of the fire laws, and %y so doing endanger the lives of the 
hundreds of people who were in the theatre when the fracas oc- 
curred. An official report of the whole affair, which was handed by 
Fireman Murphy to Chief Baxter, of the Philadelphia Fire P -part 
ment, is as follows: r

ing. 1 inform d him smoke was coming from the cigarette he was 
holding in hie hand: he said, ‘shut the door, aud get out of here, 
jumping from the trunk he was sittiag on at the time aud slammed 
the door in my face, claiming I had no right in there. 

“I attempted to open the door, when he jerked it open and rushed 
out of the room at me with an expression of anger on his face. He 
grabbed me and I fell to the floor, and be not only hit me with his 
fists, but also kicked me. While ascending the stairs Corbett 
rushed at me and attempted to kick me in the face.’’

Fitz, Walcott, Dixon, Everhardt and 
Barry Favorites in the Betting.

The time intervening before the fight between Fitzsimmons and 
Maher has narrowed down to a matter of a few days, and it will not 
be long before the question of physical supremacy and the right to 
the title of champion, the ‘Police Gazette’’ belt and $10,000 will be 
setiled. Already the sporting men are gathering at E! Paso, await- 
ing the eventful day, and it is estimated that 20,000 people will be 
at the ringside to witness the battles. Dan Stuart is as quiet as 
usual in regard to the location of the fight. It is known that hs has 
engaged from the railroad company enough cars to carry the crowd 
to the seene of the battle each day. He said to a correspondent: 
‘Nothing but an earthquake can prevent the fights.”’ In his an- 
nouncements he says the contests will be held near El Paso and 
that is aa definite as he chooses to be. It is not probable that any 
of the fights will be pulled offin the bull pit in Juarez, This bull 
pit is a loosely built, ramshackle structure and the seats could not 
be arranged according to the chart from which Stuart is selling his 
reserved seats. His amphitheatre will be square, instead of round, 
and the seats will slope upward from the boxes surrounding the 
ring. It is learned that Stuart has called for bids for the construc 
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failed to see anything that justified the op'nion that it was the 
“greatest scientific contest ever seen in this country or any other 
country,’’ as one metropolitan critic wrote, In my opinion Palmer 
is but little more than an ordinarily clever boy, in no sense a mar- 
vel, and after seeing his exhibition the other night | am more than 
ever conviuced that Plimmer was far from being himself the night 
he was beaten by the little cockney, As watched the latter's work 
closely the other evening I could not help comparing him with 
Piimmer, the Plimmer we saw that inemorable night when he ob- 
tained a decision over Dixov, Had Pals ec: been his opponent then 
a different tale might have been told; but Plimmer has gone astray; 
he was not himself when he fought Murphy at New Orleans, and ha« 
never been right since. 

Dixon himself has become slow, he makes no pretensious to being 
a four or six round boxer, and any fairly clever man can make a 
showing with him in a bout of this description. The first three 
rounds of their bout the other night he devoted to feeling out his 
adversary'’s points for future reference. Then it was that Palmer's 
agility and cleverness made suca an apparent impression, but in the 
last three rounds the colored champion cut loose in his old style, and 
there was never a doubt in my mind what the rerult would bein a 
finish engagement. Palmer didn't act to me as if he liked the 
‘gaff.’ Onceé or twice Dixon “put it onto him" with some force 
and the Pediar made some wry grimaces which indicated bis admir- 
ation for the Boston tad's hitting powers. 

Allowing for Palmer's lack of condition, he did not appear to he 
an effective punisher. His blows seemed to have no force behind 
him, and after getting them for the first three rounds Dixon seemed 
perfectly contented to take them in mixing things up. 

In summing up my impressions of Palmer I rate him as a clever 
lad, but in no sense a wonder,

I could easily as- 
suage the fears of President Diaz and other dignitaries, who fear an 
invasion of carnival visitors. Ido not care to be serving notices 
on the public every few minutes, and now give it out as an absolute 
eortainty that all of the fights will take place. This is final and 
irrevocable."’ 

In addition to this, President Ahumada, of Chihuahua, telegraphed 
Mr. Stuart that he was confident that no violation of Mexican ‘aws 
was contentplated, and no steps whatever would be taken until such 
violation became known. It is -sfe to say that no violation will 
take place. Martin Julian also had a conference with the Alc :lde of 
Juarez. He assured this functionary that he did not contem)late 
any infraction of the law, and the Alcalde was satisfied. 

.Parties for the fistic carnival are being formed all over the coun 
try, and any number of Pullman cars have already been reserved 
for the trip.

With the approach of the opening of the 1896 
baseball season there arises much conjecture as to the probable 
make-up of the schedule for the year. The drawing up of a sched- 
ule for twelve clubs is a matter that involves a great deal of time 
and thought. Itis, of course, next to impossible at this time te tell 
where and when the clubs will play, and, for that matter; it is not 
pro’ able that the schedule is yet completed. 

“+ principal thing ia which baseball patrons and the clubs them- 
selves are interested is the distribution of holiday dates. While it 
is not known just how these will be arranged for the coming season, 


oue may, perhaps, by looking over the schedules for several years . 


past, get some idea as to what the season ahead will bring forth. 

For four years it has been the custom ip the National League for 
Western clubs to play in the Eastern cities on Decoration Day and 
Labor Day. There are six Western clubs. It would take six years 
for each of these to get the holiday dates referred to in each of the 
six Eastern cities. It seems to have been the purpose of the schedule 
makers to distribute these plums as impartially as possible among 
the Western clubs. Therefore, by looking over the schedule for the 
last four years one can see where the ¥">"tern clubs have played in 
that time, arid thus get some idea as to where they are likely to play 
in 1896 and 1897, when each Western club will have completed the 
Eastern circuit for Decoration Day and Labor Day. 

Sivce 1892—including that year—the St. Louis, Cincinnati, Cleve- 
Jand and Chicago’ teams have played in New York in the order 
named on Decoration Day. Therefore, Louisville and Pittsburg are 
yet to play here on that day. All of the Western clubs have played 
in New York on Labor Day except St. Louis and Pittsburg. As 
Pittsburg is not likely to appear‘on two holidays in the same year, 
it looks very much as if the Pirates would be seen in New York this 
year either Decoration Day or Labor Day. 

In this line of reasoning either Chicago or Pittsburg is due to play 
in Brookirn on Decoration Day, and either Pittsburg or Cincinnati 
on |: bw Day. The arrangement for the remaining four Eastern 
club would be as fuilows: Decoration Day—Philadelphia—Pitts- 
burz or St. Louis; Bo. ‘on—Pittsburg or Louisville; Washington— 
Cinciunati or Cleveland; Baltimore—Chicago, St. Louis, Cleveland 
or Cincinnati. Labor Day—Philadelphia—Chicago or Louisville; 
Boston—Pittsburg or Cleveland; Washington—Cleveland, Chicago, 
Cincinnati or St. Louis; Baltimore—Louisville or Pittsburg.

Ever since its organization the New York Ath- 
letic Club has enjoyed the distinction of being the leading institu- 
tion of its kind in the world, and now that an‘international match, 
to be held in England, is talked of, it seems fitting that this organi- 
zation should be foremost in making such arrangements as may 
be necessary. 

Last year the international match was arranged and carried out 

in a manner that reflected great credit upon the N. ¥. A.C. It is 
interesting to note how the club fared fiuancially as a result of the 
meeting with the Englishmen. The heaviest item of expense was 
the training table, the cost of which was $2,988.20. This paid the 
living expenses of the athletes during the summer at Travers 
Isiand, etc. The pay-roll figured up §1,42781, this being the 
money pald out to trainers and other attendants. Then comes the 
traveling expenses of the London athletes, amounting to $1,291.02. 
_ Amounts paid out for prizes and sundries brought the tots! ex. 
pense account up 'o $4,076.43. As the receipts from the match on 
Sept. 21 reached $10,100 94, the tidy sum of $6,024.51 was realized 
as a result of the contest. 

A perusal of the competition accounts shows the importance of 
track athletics at the club as compared with other sports. Bicycling 
cost the club $292.50; bowling, $226.57; boxing, $78: fencing, $83 60; 
lawn tennis, 264 55; boat racing, $1,724 05; skating, $1; swim- 
ming, $146.95; water polo, $212.24; wrestling, $108; yachting, $10, 
aid track athictics, $6,643.06. “The national game of America, base- 
ball, cost the club just $12, which was expended for balls. No regu- 
lar team was organized, but a few games with outside clubs were 
played at Travers Island. 

The cost of maintaining the club gymnasinm last year was 
$4,205; the entire boxing account was $1,346; the wrestling account 
$980.62, and the entire fencing account $2,050. For putting the 
track, field and tennis courts at Travers Island in condition the 
club paid $2,101.48. The boat house account was $2,161.80, and the 
yacht house account $706 69. 

Treasurer Goodhue's report places the club's assets at $893,658.18, 
and the Habilities $586,159 80, leaving a surplus, profit and loss, of 
$325,498 38.

It is really too bad that Zimmerman’s trip to 
Australia has come to such asadeud = It is a long story, and a dis- 
agreeable one to tell, bringing in as it does secrets that the world 
had best not know; at least not see them in print.

but with a stroug auti-beutiug lawon the statutes, which ba- uvt 
within it a clause exempting trotting and racing associations from 
the effects of the bill, the associations might find, too late, that ali 
kiuds of speculation are strictly prohibited. 

When the anti-betting law was brought before the Legislature of 
the State of Peunsylvania the friends of tbe measure declared that 
they were perfectly friendly to the trotting associations, that the 
only object of the measure was to close up the city poolrooms, bat 
as soon as it was passed the officials of Belmont and Point Breese 
Parks were immediately notified that no pool selling would be per- 
mitted. The consequence was that both associations lost money on 
their meetings, and the average attendance was far less than usual, 
as people will not go to races where they are not permitted to bet, 
One of the annoying facts in connection with this state of affairs in 
the Keystone State is thatin many parts the law is so unpopular 
that no attempt was made by the authorities to euforce it, and pools 
were sold opeuly. The law was strictly enforced where it did the 
most harm, and openly violated where it did the least good.

The friends of racing in New Jersey have for 
some weeks past been quietly working for the passage of some 
measure by the Legislature that would permit a reopening of the 
numerous tracks that are situated within the State's borders. 

At Trenton the other day it developed that there was every pros 
pect that such a bill would be presented early next mouth. 

It is stated that the measure will be very similar to the Peroy- 
Gray law now in force in this State; that is, it would limit the 
season for racing and would also ignore betting in every form. 

It is said that the latter agreement was made after a hard fight, 
for while Monmouth Park, Linden and, perhaps, Elizabeth might be 
made to pay without a revenue from the betting ring, Clifton, Gut- 
tenburg, Gloucester and other minor tracks could hardly make ends 
meet under such a plan, and it was ouly at the last moment that 
their representatives agreed to co operate. They were won over by 
a hope that something might turn up to help matters, and the 
knowledge that a refusal to lend their aid would mean the killing o } 
all possible chance of favorable legislation of auy kind. 

The railroad lobbyists are believed to be the real promoters of 
the measure. No racing in the State has meant an immense loss or 
revenue to them and they are united in their efforts to regain this 
patronage. 

Should it be that some law permitting the tracks to reopen is 
passed, it is difficult to see where they will find dates to run off their 
meetings. 

The clash between Monmouth and Brighton when racing was at 
the height ofits prosperity brought disaster to both. What, then, 
would a conflict mean in these days when a track like Sheepshead 
Bay brings a loss to the club that runs it. 

If a bill is obtained some of the small tracks may hold short meet- 
ings early in the spring, or after the close down in this State in the 
fall, but the larger tracks will pro'.bly postpone their reopening 
until 1897. / 


As a result of the failure of the Saratoga Racing 
Association to accept the dates allotted by the Jockey Club, there 
will be no racing at the famous old course this summer. The 
Executive Committee held a meeting on Jan, 27, at the office of the 
Association, and after a consideration of the matter it was decided 
that the proposed meeting should be declared off. This resolve was 
stated in a resolution, in which the association states that it was 
unfairly dealt with by the Jockey Club in the matter of dates, and 
in a failure to secure a reconsideration of the matter had no other 
alternative than to declare the racing off, rather than to risk a 
heavy loss. President Kearney, of the Saratoga Racing Association, 
offered to lease the track to Mr. August Belmont, as representative 
of the Jockey Club, for 3 per cent. of the amount invested—§375,000. 
Mr. Belmont made no reply, bat it is thought, however, that steps 
will be taken by the Jockey Club to give a meeting, but nothing 
definite has been done toward such a move,

“PEDLAR” PALMER A GOOD LAD. 


Received a Great Ovation When He Appeared 
with Dixon. 


“Pedlar’’ Palmer received an ovation at Madison Square Garden 
in New York, last Thursday evening, which equalled anything of a 
similar kind that Sullivan, Corbett or any of the great lights of the 
fistic arena ever received in their palmy days. The 8,000 people in 
the vast enclosure embraced men of all classes and conditions, and 
all were there to see Palmer, the conqueror of Plimmer, who in the 
same house, three years ago, conquered Dixon. They had received 
Plimmer’s triumph with joy, and the great majority of them hoped 
that Palmer would duplicate Plimmer’s sucoess, In this they were 
disappoiuted, but for three rounds, Palmer did so well that they 
thought their wishes would be realized, and they showed their 
pleasure in shouts and cheers as loud and long and hearty as any 
ever heard within the walls of the big amphitheatre, Palmer had 
crossed the water fur the purpose of trying conclusions in the pugi- 
listic line with George Dixou, the cleverest fighter of his inches in 
the world, 

Dixon was the first to appear in the ring. He was aco ricd « 
rapturous welcome, Palmer, with Alf Snelling, his backer, and a 
couple of attendants, followed almost immediately. When the little 
Englishman stepped into the ring it seemed as if his foot must have 
touched the key which releases Bedlam. Iu an instant the house 
was in an uproar, From all sides, trom the areua floor to the roof, 
his welcome wasechoed and re-echad. Dixon's reception, com 
pared with his, was as the rippling brook to the roar of the breakers 
The lads sparred six rounds, and the decision was adraw. . 

When Palmer threw off his overcoat he disclosed one of the best 
made little men that ever put up his hands. In appearance Palmer 
is a miniature of Plimmer. He bas the same well-made and well- 
knit trunk and legs, but he is « bit slighter all over. He bas all of 
Plimmer's speed as « boxer, but bis guard is not so good. 

To grcape blows he depends not upon his guard so much as upon 
his ability to duck, and in this branch of art he is a past master. 
Nor is he so clever with his right as Plimmer. He depended mainly 
upon a straight left and his gbijity to ~ . vat of the way vy duoai. ; 
Like all Eggle’ 4.3 Gi wood class, he has acquired the art of 
kee; tug nis head. In the midst of the sharpest rallies he wasin all 
probability the coolest man in the house. His style of boxing is 
that with which Plimmer and other English fighters have made 
Americans familiar, It is not of the rush and get away order, but 
rather *he style which depends upon science and skill to outwit an 
opponent in both offense and defense. 

A description of the first three rounds of the six-round contest 
would be but a narrative of a series of successes on Palmer's part. 
He stood up to the colored lad in good shape, and almost before the 
latter could realize it he let go his left, The glove landed on Dixou's 
chin, The admirers of the colared boy thought their’ favorite had 
been taken unawares. Palmer's well wishers labored under a similar 
delusion, There was no applause just then, but a minute later, and 
after. Palmer had found Dixon with his left four or five times, it 
came in a torrent. Palmer seemed to find his man with the lef{ at 
will. Dixon countered once, but fel short on all his leads. The 
second and third rounds were duplicates of the first. except that 
Palmer, to escape Dixon's swinging rushes, ducked more frequently. 

Up to this point Dixon seemed to have been hypnotized by Pal- 
mer’s cleverness. In the fourth round, however, he awoke to the 
true state of affairs. A straight io the mouth and a@ left and right 
swing were the result of his awakening. Palmer evoked loud ap- 
plause by jnmping in the alr and meeting Dixon with a straight left 
as the latter rushed at him. Dixon continued to score against his 
youthful opponent in the fifth and sixth rounds, and at the conclu- 
siou of the bout honors were easily the colored boy's. It was uppar- 
ent that he can best Palmer to a finish. 
© Another splendid bout was between Paddy Purtell aud Jack Cur- 
ley. So far as fighting was concerned. Purte!l knew more in a min- 
ute than Curley will ever know. He had the better of every round 
of the four that the bout lasted, and was declared the winner. The 
other bouts were more or less on the exhibition order. 


JOHN L. TOOK A BIG CHANC«. 


Walked Off a Moving Train and Damages His

result he has been confined to bis bed in the Palace Hotel, at Spring- 
field, IIL, for the past week, threatened with crysipelas.

The 
latest report issued by Dr. J. N. Dixon, the attending surgeon 
says: 

“Sullivan is in a precarious condition. He has sustained serious 
wounds that may result in fatal complications, The wound in his 
head will slough away and may cause erysipelas. Both of his eyes 
are closed tight and he suffers much pain. : 

“His recovery will rely upon the healing of the wound in his 
head. He is internally injured also. I believe I can bring him 
around, but it will be a scratch.”’
